DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 
12—Henry 
Ford’s offer for the purchase of the 
Muscla Shoals project in Alabama is 
still before congress and will not b« 
withdrawn, Mr. Ford said yesterday 
in a statement, his fir.st public asser­ 
tion since the salo of the Gorgas plant 
to the Alabama Power Company. 
Mr. Ford charged4 that political in­ 
fluence was brought to bear to keer 
him from obtaining the plan 
“and 
these same influences prevented a vote 
in the house last spring” on the sals 
of Muscle Shoals to the Ford Motoi 
company. 
Mr. Ford’s statement says: 
“The United 
States 
government, 
through Maj. Gen. Lansing H. Beach, 
asked 
me to bid on Muscle Shoals 
not on a piece of Muscle Shoals. I dio 
so, and because my bid included all 
of Muscle Shoals it was the only on» 
thought worthy of reporting to con 
gress. But I have a very strong con­ 
viction that while we have been ne­ 
gotiating with Mr. Weeks, we luvc 
* not been negotiating with the United 
States government. John W. Weeks re­ 
peated assertions that 
H§hry 
Ford 
would never get Muscle Shoals, neitb- 
with the Gorgas plant nor without it 
is evident that the parties to this 
matter are npt the bidder and the gov­ 
ernment, but other parties best known 
to the man who is at present Secre­ 
tary of War." 
“Long ago Mr. Weeks matured in 
his mind the plan to break up Muscle 
Shoals and dispose of it peacemeal 
“ When he sold the steam plant at Gor­ 
gas he pulled the first stitch in un- 
r ravelling the greatest single 
project 
ever held out to the American farmer 
and manufacturer. The next steps are 
- so plain that a child can see them. It 
only remains to sell the gigantic ni­ 
trate plant No. 1 and then nitrate 
plant No. 2 and finally the Wilson dam 
l, itself, and that is the end of Muscle 
Shoals as a possible demonstration oi 
the cheapness with which power and 
fertilizer can be produced.

taught the lesson on the “proper use 
of Wealth/*. 
This address was followed by an 
addresp IfJT Dr. Bryan on “The Stew­ 
ardship of the family Relation.” The 
speaker took for his text Ephesians 
3:14, 16: “The whole family of God.” 
He spoke of the relationships of God 
and his children, the responsibility 
of each member of the family of God 
to do his own work, which no one else 
in the world can do since cvory 
one 
has his own. 
He impressed his hearers with* the 
idea of the judgment when each indi­ 
vidual raunt give an account of his 
stewardship and when the mask would 
be torn off. “There is just one hope” 
he said “and that is the blood of 
Jesus Christ. 
The speaker gave some fundamen­ 
tals for the government of the home 
such as: Begin .early, be firm be kind, 
be prayerful, have no favorites and let 
the parents agree. In the closing mo­ 
ments the speaker urged proper ria- 
clpline and Confession to bring the 
churches back to Hie. He spoke of fi­ 
nancing tho family, of bur “growing 
pains” and the progress we are raak- 
ing^and the ties that-bind the home.
